For 
several years, he has attempted to bring about tho cx- 
istence of true oquality by introducing legislativo 
bills. His newest bill, H.R. 2011, proposes the amend- 
ment of the Nationality Act of 1940 and has beon ro- 
ferred to the Committee on Immigration and Naturaliza- 
tion, according to the Japanese American Committee for 
Democracy. 

"Bo it enacted by tho Sonate and tho House of Rep- 
resentatives of the United States of America in Con- 
gross assombled, that soction 303 of the Nationality 
Act of 1940, approved October 14, 1940 (54 Stat. 1142, 
8 U.S.C. 703), be, and horeby is, aomonded by striking 
out the said section, and enacting a now section rc- 
placing it to read as follows: "THE RIGHT OF A PERSON 
TO BECOME A NATURALIZED CITIZEN OF THE UNITED STATES 
SHALL NOT BE DENIED OR ABRIDGED BECAUSE OF RACE, COLOR, 
CREED OR NATIONAL ORIGIN." 

This Marcantonio bill would give the right to all 
Orientals to becomo naturalized citizons ef the United 
States and would fit the Asiatic people into tho na- 
tional way of cquolity.
